A BLESSING IN DISGUISE. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 30.—The steam 
ship Gaelic, from Hong Kong and Yoko- 
hama, brought only twenty-seven cabin 
passengers, and had but five whites, four- 
teen Japanese and one Chinese in the 
steerage. This is the first time in the 
history of the steamship service between 
here and Hong Kong that so few Chinese 
have come to San Francisco.

A CHILD'S HEROIC REVENCE. 


A STORY OF THE -NAPOLEONIC WARS OP 
‘THE BARLY CENTURY. . 
[From a Special Contributor. ] 

One of the most profound impressions 
my childhood was the incident of the ar- 
rival within my native town of a band of 
Austrian soldiers who were made prisoners 
in the war between France and Germany, 
then in progress. 

The entry of those captured enemi 
with their white uniforms soiled by use, 
their dejected foreign faces, was a great 
event for all of the inhabitants, and in 
particular for the mall boys from 7 to 
9 years of age like myself, who looked upon 
the foreigners with great curiosity. 

I recall the arrival of those prisoners 
the more vividly for the reason that it is

in children. 

When a child in my native city. of 
Auvergne, I had a private tutor, who was 
one of the most original men I have ever 
known. He was a friend of my family, 
an old member of the University, and bore 
the eccentric name of Optat Viple. He 
was peculiar both in appearance and in 
dress, being very tall of stature, lean and 
bald, ‘with a long nose wpon which con- 
stantly rested a pair

day I repaired to hie house to receive a 
lesson in Latin, in which he was very 
proficient. 

I bave never known a man more inde- 
fatigable in teaching or in study.

Surveyor-General on July 14, 869. ithin 
fifty days thereafter he paid to the treas- 
urer of San Bernardino county 20 per cont. 
of the purchase money, and the first year’s 
interest on the balance, and also 83 for the 
issuance of the certificate of purchase, 
which was duly issued to him on Septem- 
ber 11 following. Until a survey of the 
county line was made in 1880 or 1881, 
when it was found to be in San Diego 
county, this section was always believed 
to be in San Bernardino county. 

Schwartz paid interest on the balance 
of the purchase money up to January 1, 
1874, but never afterward paid any interest 

Park of the principal; and on July 8, 
1876, an “action Was commenced in: the 
District Court of San Bernardino county 
to foreclose his interest, and annul the 
certificate of purchase, judgment being 
entered, by default, on December 12, 1876. 

On May 5, 1883, F. Temple and W. W. 
Averill made applications for the purchase 
of the west and east halves of said sec- 
tion, respectively, and subsequently they 
or their asignees duly received patents 
therefor. 

On February 4, 1889, on motion of 
Schwartz, an order was made by the Su- 
perior Court of San Bernardino county, 
vacating and setting aside the judgment 
entered against him in the District Court 
of said county, upon the ground that said 
court never acquired or had any jurisdic- 
tion of the person of the defendant, for 
the reason that no affidavit or order of 
court was ever made for the publication 
of summons in the action, and no service 
of summons was made on defendant, who 
never appeared in the action. 

On June 26, 1889, Schwartz tendered to 
the treasurer of San Diegd county the 
balance due for principal and interest on 
his certificate of purchase, if the same 
was still valid and in force, and there- 
after, on July 9, 1889, this action “wes 
commenced. 

The court below found the facts . very 
fully, and gave judgment for the defend- 
ants, from which plaintiff appeals on the 
judgment roll, without any statement or 
bill of exceptions, 

The Supreme Court holds that thé case, 
in which the order now under review was 
made, was one in which service by publi- 
cation was authorized by statute (Pol. 
Code, sec. 3549,) and in ith, under all 
decisions, State and Federal, a Valid judg- 
ment could be rendered upon such service. 
The judgment not being void upon its face, 
could not be set aside on motion, espe- 
cially as the motion was made pre than 
twelve years after judgment was en- 
tered, which was not within a reasonable 
time. The court, therefore, had no power 
to grant the motion, and its action in do- 
ing so must be held void and of no effect. 
Judgment appealed from afflrmed. 

The People, etc., (appellants). vs. Frank 
Temple et al. (respondents.) This case is 
in all respects the same as that of the 
People, etc., vs. Frank Temple ét al., just 
decided, except that here the land af- 
fected is the north half, instead of the 
south half of the section, and the applica- 
tion to purchase the same was made by, 
and the certificate of purchase issued to, 
Louis Schwartz, now deceased, of whose 
estate Henry Schwartz, the relator, is ad- 
ministrator.

In the United States Circuit’ Court 
Judge Ross granted the defendants in the 
contempt cases against John Howarth and 
Martin Kelly, ten days’ additional time

The following memorial, signed by the 
officials .of the Chamber of Commerce,

„To the Hon. D. S. Lamont, Secretaty of 
War, Washington, D. C.: Your memorial- 
ists, the Chamber of Commerce, the Board 
of Trade, the Merchants’ Association and 
the Citizens’ League, all of Los Angeles, 
Cal., very respectfully and earnestly rep- 
resent: 

That there is need for the establish- | 
ment of a permanent military post in the 
immediate. vicinity of Los Angeles city. 

We offer for your consideration the 
following facts in support of this ete 


ment: 

“Los Angeles city contained by tie | 
sus of 1890 a population of 51,100, 1 
census figures taken since then show an 
increase to a present population of at. 


75,000. The seven counties of Los Angeles, 
San Bernardino, Riverside, San Diego, Or-. 
ange, Ventura and Santa Barbara, * 


are known as Southern Californta, showed 
in the 1890 census a population of 201 „852, 
which has now probably increased to over 
250,000. The taxable property of these 
counties is assessed at $175,000,000 ana 
of the city of Los Angeles $50,000 000. 

area of Southern California is 44, 500 square 
ae which is greater than the State of

In all this section there is at the present 


time only the one-company post which is 


located at San Diego, 137 miles from Los 


Angeles. To the north the nearest post is 


San Francisco, 482 miles from Los Angeles; 


to the east the nearest post is the small 
one of Prescott, 544 miles from Los An- 
geles over two lines of railway. 


“In case of foreign invasion or of inter- 


nal disturbance the small command at San 
Diego would not be of service for the de- 
tense of Los Angeles, as, in all probabil- 
ity, the same cause would affect both cities 
simultaneously and the company would be 
needed in San Diego. 

“Of the large section thus left defense- 
less Los Angeles is the metropolis in pop- 


ulation; it is the chief railway and com- 


mercial center, and from its geographical 
position it is the natural strategic point 
for any military operations that may be 
undertaken in this part of the State, 

‘In the immediate vicinity of Los An- 


geles (twenty-two miles away) are the- 


harbors of San Pedro, Santa Monica and 
Redondo. The first of these has been im- 
proved by the government at a cost* of 
$900,000, and the other two by the South- 


ern Pacific Railway and Redondo Beach 
Company respectively,
